Reasons For Allowance 



3. With respect to claims 1 , 7, and 14. the prior art fails to disclose or suggest 
"enabling of a thermtrip signal from the over-heated processor in multi-node computing 
system, turned off the enable signal to voltage control module of node containing 
overheated processor and resetting the system such that over heated processor does 
not regain power", "a logic circuitry receives a thermtrip signal from the over-heated 
processor in multi-node computing system, and turned off enable signal associated with 
overheated processor, such that the enable signal remains tumed off during system 
reset" and "a temperature monitor receives a thermtrip signal from the over-heated 
processor in multi-node computing system, to turned off enable signal associated with 
overheated processor, such that the enable signal remains turned off during system 
reset", respectively. Claims 2 - 6, 8 - 13, and 15-20 depend from claims 1 , 7, and 14 
respectively, and likewise are allowable.
